A NEW CONDITION 


There is one new issue in this campaign, to 


which the voters will do well to give some seri- 


ous consideration. It is to be found in an amend- 


ment io the city charter passed by the provin- 
cial legislature at the spring sitting, and reads 
as follows: 

“The mayor of the city of Edmonton shall be 
elected by a general vote of the electors of the 
city in the manner hereinafter provided. The 
person elected as mayor at the general mun- 
icipal election to be held in the year 1936 shall 
hold office for a term of two years and there- 
after the term of office of mayor shall be for 
two years unless the person is elected to fill an 
unexpired term of office caused by death, resig- 


nation, disqualification or otherwise, in which 
case such person shall hold office during the 
rema g period of such unexpired term, Any 
person may be re-elected as mayor; provided 
iy ni ily ified in accordance with 

e pr ons of this Act 

“This section shall not come into force un- 

le tl que n ‘Are you in fay of a two 
( term for mayor?’ is submitted to the elec- 
tors of the city by way of plebiscite at the gen- 
eral municipal election to be held in the year 
1936 and is approved by a majority of the elec- 
tors voting on such question.” 

This question will be submitted to the elec- 
tors on } ng day. If a majority of those vot- 
ing on the question vote “yes”, the person elect- 
ed mayor that day will hold office for two 
years. 

This confronts the ‘voter with a new situa- 


tion. Hitherto a mayor has been elected for one 
only, the elector knowing that should nis 
ation be unsatisfactory it could be ter- 
months.

The Passing Show

You've maybe heard the story of the “drunk” 
at the launching of the battleship. There had 
been a hitch in the proceedings. Valuable min- 
utes had been lost. The tide has started to ebb, 
and the builders were afraid lest the huge vessel 
might hang on the ways and break her back. 
In the middle of the hasty conference, as some 
were advising a day's postponement, came the 
“drunk” with a word of encouragoment. 


“Ler-er go boysh,” he said, “I accshep full 
responsibillery.” 

William Randolph Hearst, who like éthers 
of his class is supporting Landon against 
Roosevelt in the presidential elections, gave an 
interview in New York as he left for his castle 
in Wales. He said, “I will stake my reputation 
that Landon will easily beat Roosevelt.” 

It all comes back to the question of what 
his reputation is worth. 

His political reputation isn’t worth much.

In 1918 he supported Al Smith as Governor 
of New York. No praise was too lavish. By 1919 
he was denouncing Smith as “the tool of the 
milk barons.” 

Previously he had brought forward Wood- 
row Wilson's name for the Presidency, only to 
berate Wilson all through his term of office. 


In 1896 he supported William Jennings 
Bryan, assuring the public that Bryan was “his 
own man.” A few years later he exhausted his 
invective on the hapless Bryan, calling him 
“the world-renowned loose-skin man who can 
reverse himself in his own integument, so that 
you can't tell whether he is coming or going.” 

In 1918 he urged that his countrymen “hasten 
to aid and hearten Russia’s revolutionary Goy- 
ernment.” Now, because the Communist candi- 
date, Earl Browder has spoken favorably of 
some of the New Deal legislation, he declares 
that Roosevelt is the tool of Moscow. 

He is himself “the world-renowned loose- 
skin man who can reverse himself in his own 
integument, so that you can’t tell whether he 
is coming or going.” Either that, or in the snicy 
language of General Hugh S, Johnson, “his con- 
tempt for truth is collossal.”

Even the Fortune article, written for million- 
aires and very careful to see that Hearst didn’t 
get the worst of it, admitted that for Hearst's 
31,000 employees, the phrase, “The Chief Says,” 
s “the word of God on earth.” 


The close friendship that for many years has 
existed between Hearst and the film star, Miss 
Marion Davies, is no longer “news.” One of the 
reasons for his “Cosmopolitan Films” is to keep 
Miss Davies before the public, and to provide 
her with $200,000 a year as president of the 
concern. She alternates with Mrs. Hearst-- 
herself a ledy of the chorus when Hearst mar- 
ried her thirty-three years ago—in acting as 
hostess at Hearst's huge Californian estate, 
“San Simeon.” Miss Davies is a frequent hostoss 
at his Welsh castle, “St. Donat’s,’” where her 
chair is placed directly opposite to his in the 
centre of the long table in the refectory. 

The same disregard of money that marked 
his recent purchase of four bison in Alberta, 
which were ordered to be shipped as “express’ 
to San Simeon, marks his lavish expenditure on 
objets d'art. He has the finest collections of gold 
plate in the world. 

While Marion Davies is the most frequently 
picturized and publicized person in the Hearst 
publications, there is one rule “the chief” has 
laid down that no editor dare break. Pictures 
of Mrs. Hearst and Miss Davies must not appear 
in the same issue of any of his newspapers.

Swollen Neck Glands 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 
In today’s article I am going to discuss the 
enlargement of the glands of the neck which 
is very common and which is not due to a 
tubercular infection. Swelling of these lym- 
phatic glands may occur in both an acute and 
Crore — the acute type, the group of 


9 affected glands may stay 

* swollen and tender for sev- 
eral weeks or even for 
months. 


Most people notice an en- 
largement of the glands at 
the side of the neck during 
an acute cold or during acute 
tonsillitis; however, those 
with chronic catarrh will find 
that these lumps persist over 
Such lumps are due to

a long period of time. 
an enlargement of the lymph nodes which are 


a part of the lymphatic circulation. While these 
nodes are found in many parts of the body, 
groups of them occur in certain regions, such 
as the neck, and under the armpits. Although 
any of these nodes may become swollen and 
tender, those of the neck are affected in most 
of the cases. 

Chronic inflammations of the tonsils, middle 
ear cavity, and chronic catarrh of the nose and 
throat are often accompanied by a chronic en- 
largement of these glands. The same is true of 
grossly enlarged adenoids and in fact, whenever 
the neck glands stay swollen and tender, there 
undoubtedly exists some irritation of the nose, 
throat, or ear to explain it. With the removal 
of such irritation, the glands promptly become 
normal in size and are no longer sore. Occa- 
sionally, the swelling is due to a digestive dis- 
order, to decayed teeth, to sinus trouble, or 
with children, may accompany pediculosis, or 
lice. 

In some instances, the affected gland be- 
comes abscessed, when a simple incision is 
needed to drain away the pus, after which heal- 
ing takes place quite readily. 

In the acute cases where considerable ten- 
derness is experienced, the best plan is to put 
the patient to bed, place him on a fast, give 
two enemas daily, using plain warm 
st applications around

water, and to use hot mois 
the neck, The heat will bring about a more 
active blood circulation and will be of value 
in bringing about favorable results. 

The enlargement of the lymph nodes only 
that the body, through the lymphatic 
circulation, is attempting to carry away an ex- 
cess of waste products and toxins from certain 
sections. The sensible treatment for such swol- 
len glands is to stop the food intake so that the 
body has a chance to become cleaner while not 
being burdened by the digestion of food. 

Young children get very rapid results with 
this fasting treatment, and it is usually only 
necessary for them to fast for four or five days, 
using fruit, when the lymph nodes will be 
emptied enough so that a cure can be effected 
if a rational diet is then adopted and followed. 

In the chronic cases, a longer time will! be 
needed to return the glands entirely to normal; 
however the fasting and dieting treatment will 
favorably influence the removal of toxic mater- 
jal in the throat, ear or some of the 
adjacent structures, which toxic accumulation 
is responsible for the enlarged neck glands. 
With the removal of the cause, the neck glands 
are then found to become normal in size and 
lose their tenderness. 

In a severe tonsillitis or sinusitis, suitable 
local treatment may be advisable in order to 
speed up recovery, but the combination of local 
treatment as needed, with the fast, the correct

Soon after engineer 
visited the Hinajosa mine, made 
veys and rendered a report. The 
mine was closed, because it could 
not compete n the world market 
The miners were thrown back on the 
iand, whose soil, hard and difficult 
to cultivate, could not support many 
of them. 

Those who did obtain work during 
the wheat and olive harvests found 
the pecuniary pickings rather slim 
for flour and olive oil fetched de 
pression price Wages ran from 2 


to 4 pesetas—30 to 60 cent a day 
and the harvests lasted only a few 


weeks, Thus these men were able to 
earn an annual wage of about $30 
One young man, described as being 
thin as a herring, stated 
soon I'll not even have 
strength to use a hoe I haven't 


touched a piece of meat for a year 
and many days pass when I haven't 
a thing to eat. For some time now 
I've been living entirely on pota- 
toes.” The potatoes he got fron 
more fortunate relatives. He wa 
lucky, for many others in the com- 
munity had no such source of alm 
These people known as the Ham- 
brientos, or “starving ones,” follow 
a way of life which differs little 
from that of primitive man thou- 
sands of years ago.

Im- 
perial tariffs have virtually shut out 
the small, juicy, infinitely better 
oranges from the south of Spain 
Orange exports from Spain dropped 
from 144 million pesetas—as in 1933, 
to 99 million in 1934. France, for 
her part, has favored her almond 
and olive orchard proprietors. As a 
result, Spain exported 107 million 
pesetas of oil in 1933, but only 40 
millions in 1934; 45 millions worth 
of almonds in 1933, 3 millions in 
1934. Also, Spanish wines lost 40 
million pesetas worth of export 
business in one year of the de- 
pression, 
CUT COSTS 

Naturally the producers have had 
to cut costs, and the largest cost has 
been labor. The crushing burden of 
the depression is clearly seen in gov- 
ernment statistics. The budget of an 
agricultural laborer’s family is esti- 
mated at 612 pesetas a day. In 1930 
when times were none too good, the 
laborers worried along on an aver- 
age wage of 5 pesetas a day. Today, 
in the midst of the depression, the 
wage has reached the appallingly 
low level of 1'2 to 2 pesetas a day 

This does not exactly represent a 
very fat market for the Spanish 
manufacturers to exploit. In fact,

serves are enormous, had to im- 
port 780,000 tons. Germany headed 
the list of steel producers in Europe 
with 11,800,000 tons. But Spain pro- 
| duced but 540,000, less than the out- 
| put of Belgium, the Saar, Luxem- 
| bourg, and Italy.

CATALONIA 


An integral part of this dismal 
economic picture is the Catalonian

The Catalam indus 
trialists really gave the movement 
for Catalan autonomy its biggest 
boost.

LOOKS DARK 


The future of Spain looks ex- 
tremely dark, in view of its indus- 
trial backwardness, its separatism, 
the problem of the Church, and 
above all because of its land prob- 
lem. If the rebels win, they will 
have insuperable trouble master- 
ing the opposition of the mass of 
the people, who are undeniably in 
favor of the present government 
They must inevitably stumble on 
the agrarian question, since their 
principal backers are the grandees 
who want to keep the status quo 
On the other hand, if the govern- 
ment wins, it will have to recon- 
struct the entire country, from the 
land on up. After the widespread 
destruction of property during the 
present civil war, it would inevit- 
ably have to seek foreign financial 
assistance, which even a fairly 
stable capitalistic government has 
a hard time getting today. Add to 
this the dissension arising from 
separatists, and the expected re- 
sistance of large groups of anarch- 
ist workers, and one can readily 
see why the Spanish volcano will 
continue to rumble and smoke for 
many years to come.

AST night when the Interprovincial Rugby Football Union 
again went definitely on record against the playing of 
American imports who had not been resident in Canada the 
required length of time, they set a course which is going to 
be interesting to watch.

Another Sucker Harvest t ‘nderway 


IME was when sucker clipping used to arouse righteous 

indignation, but now it only provokes a philosophic “don't 
it beat all?” Folks just can’t seem to be happy unless they 
are bucking some racket in which all the cards are stacked 
against them. 

Down across the border the golden harvest is now in 
full swing in football pools. Last year it was conserva- 
tively estimated that U.S. grid fans poured over $50,- 
000,000 into this racket. 

The pool organization is simple. 
generally a big time racketeer or gambler, finances the 
undertaking. He has an operator who acts as the “front”. 
This man has a football expert whose job is to pick nine or 
ten games each week in which the teams are so evenly 
matched that the result is a toss up. Then there is a squad 
of distributors, or runners, whose business it is to take out 
thousands of tickets to pool rooms, barber shops, coffe 
shops and other places that sell them. These runners also 
pick up the marked cards and cash on Fridays, taking back 
the winners’ cash Saturday night. ; 


Here Is the Catch 


Winners are paid off on an odds basis, bets in units of 
25 cents being accepted up to $2.00 on each ticket. However 
the odds printed on the tickets are only a slender part of the 
mathematical odds that actually exist, For example if you 
pick six winners out of six games you are paid off at 12 to 1 
but the actual odds are 64 to 1. Nine winners out of nine 
orth ie off at 65 to 1, while the mathematical odds

of vanishing when they pick up a lot of money on their 
Friday collections. Any one of them would make Houdini 
and the other magicians look like hams.
